Now Mark, .the Fruit of the Vine, and.the Bread which Chrift 
brake at his laſt Supper, and gave to his Diſciples is the ſame nighs 
'that he was betray'd, before he was. crucified, which-they. were to 
take in Remembrance of his Death, and ſhew forth his Death until 
he came, that after.they had eat of that outward Bread, and drunk 
of that outward Cup the fruit of-the,V ime, , which he gave to þis-Diſ- 
ciples, henceforth,he would eat no more thereof (namely, the Bread) 
until it was fulfilPd in the Kingdom of God, and drink no more of the 
fruit of the Vine, {uutil.the day that he drink it new'in the Kingdom 
of God. Mat.26. Mark 14 as Chriſt ſaid this unto his Diſciples, at 
his laſt Supper, before he was cruified z but after, Chriſt was crucified, 
buried, and role again, hedid eatand drink again with them, 'as ve 
may.{ce intieie Scriptures bollevving, which did fulfil his own words, 
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''as in Luke 24.30. And it came to paſs as Jeſus ſate at Meat with them, 


be took, Bread, and bleſſed it, and brake it, and gave it ro them (namely, 


....coſdme of his Diſciples) and ws ſaid unto others of them, the Lord u 


come 3 and he was known to them by breaking of Bread, as in ver. 35. 
And verſ. 41, 42, 43. Jeſus appeared unto his Diſciples again, and he 
ſaid unto them, Have ye any Meat ? and they g ave him a piece of broyld 
Fiſh and Honey-Comb, and he took it, and did eat before them , And he 


- aid unto them, Theſe are the words 1 ſpeak unto you, while I mas yes 


with you, that all things muſt be fulfilled, &c. 

And Ugain, Jeſus ſaid unto his Diſciples, after he wss riſen, 
John 2 1. 5. 9. Children, have ye any Meat ? they anſwered, No, And 
as ſoon as his Diſciples were come to Land, they ſaw a fire of Coles 
there, and-Fiſh laid thereon, arid Bread; and Jeſus ſaid unto them, 
Come and Dine z and Jeſus took Bregd, and gave to them, and Fiſh 
tikewiſe : And this was the third time that Jeſus hewed bimfelf ro: 
his Diſciples, after he was riſen from the dead, as in Jokn 21.12,13. 
And Chriſt, after he was riſen from the dead, he told his Diſciples, 
All Power in Heaven and Earth was given unto him. And Chriſt ſaid 
unto his Diſciples, before he was crucified, Yerily, I ſay unto you, ye 
Jhall net have gone over the Cities of Iſrael till the Son of Adan be come, 
whom he ſent forth to preach, Mat. 10. 23. 

And again, Chriſt ſaid unto his Diſciples, Frell you of a truth, there 
be ſome flanding here, which ſhallnot taſte of Death, till they ſee the Son 
of Man coming in bis Kingdom. And again, Chriſt faith, Yerily, 1 [, 
wito you, there be fone ſanding here which ſhall not taſte of Death, 1 
they have ſeen the Kingdom of God come with Power, Mat. 16. 28. Mark 

. 1. Lukeg. 27. | 

: And the Apoftle faith, As 10.41. that they did eat and drink 
with Chriſt, after that God bad raiſed him up from the dead. And 10, 

they fulfilled Chriſts words, that he would cat no more of the Bread, 

nor drink of the Fruit of the Vine, until he drunk it new with them 

in the Kingdom of God, Mark 14. 25. Andagain, Chriſt faid, There 

are fome ſtanding here, which ſhall not taſt? of Death-till they ſee the Son of 
Man coming in his Kingdom and Power, Mat. 16.28. And was not 

fhis fulfild after Chriſt was riſen, when he ſaid, Al Power in Heaven 

and Earth is.given unto me. Then did not he come in Power, and did 
pot the Diſciples ſee him in his Kingdom, after his Reſurrection ? 

Ard John, he that was one of Chrilts beloved Diſciples, that 

| leaned 
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Jeaned upon his Breft in the ſame night that Chriſt was betray*d, be- 
fore he was crucified, did not John then take the Elements of Bread 
and Wine at that laſt Supper? And was not Fobn one of the Dif- 
ciples that did not taſte Death till he ſaw Chriſt come in the Kingdom 
of his Father with Power, when Chriſt ſaid, All Power in Heaven and 
Earth is given unto me? And was not Fobn one of the Diſciples that 
did cat and drink with Chriſt after he was riſen? And after that 
Chriſt was aſcended,-and fate at the right hand of God, and the 
Churthes-were gathered, they were not come off many outward Ele- 
mentary things. And did not Chriſt ſend Foby, after he was aſcend. 
ed, tocall the Church to another Supper, and ſaid, Behold, 1 ſtand at 
the door and knock, if any man will bear my Voice, and open the door, I will 
come into him, and will ſup with him, and be with me; he that hath an 
Ear to hear, let him hear what the Spirit ſaith unto the Churches. 

Now they that come to this inward and heavenly Supper, and to 
ſap with Chriſt, the heavenly and ſpiritual Man, the ſecond Adam, 
the Lord from Heaven, after he- is riſen and aſcended, they mult 
have their ſpiritual Ear to hear the Spiritual Voice of Chriſt, and his 
Spiritual knocking at the door of their Imn:orial Souls and Hearts, 
and with his Spirit, let the Spiritual Man, the ſecond Adam, the 
Lord from Heaven, the King of Glory, to come into their Hearts 
and Souls, and then they to ſup with him, and he to ſup with them 
the ſpiritual and heavenly Supper; and to this heavenly and ſpiritual 
Supper did Chriſt ſend Fob», tocall the Church of Chriſt to, after he 
wasriſen and aſcended: And Fohn ſaid, when Chriſt ſent bim with 
this Mefſage, to call the Church'to. this Supper, 7 John, am your 
Brother, &c. in the Kingdom and Patience of feſms Chriſt. So here you 
may ſee, Fohn was in the Kingdom and Patience of Chriſt, when 
he called the Church to this heavenly ſpiritual Supper of Chriſt, after 
Chriſt was aſcended at the right hand of God ; which ſpiritual Sup- 
per, after Chriſt was aſcended, is beyond, and a kigher Supper 
than the laſt Supper the ſame night that Chriſt was betray'd, of taking 
the Elements of Bread and Wine in remembrance of Chriſts death, 
and aſhew of his Death till he come : And had not Job» taken that 
Supper ? And was not the Kingdom of God come, when Fohr ſaid, 
He wain the Kingdom and Patience of Jeſws Chrift ? Rev. 1. 9. chap. 
3.20. Fohntells you, Chriſt is come, and Chriſt ſaith, Behold Ift and 
at the door and kyock, (Then is not be come ?) and if any man will hea,

And here you may ſee now, that Chriſt called his Followers to this 
Marriage- Supper,. after ke was riſen and aſcended into Heaven at the 
right hand of God; and isnot this the laſt Supper that Chriſt called 
his People to, after he was aſcended (namely, the Marriage Supper 
of the Lamb) yea, ſuch that had taken the Elements of Bread and: 
Wine with Chriſt at his laſt Supper, the ſame night that he was be- 
tray*d, before he was crucified, in remembrance of his Death, till 
he come. And Fohn, who was one that took it remembrance of his 
Death till he came, ſaid, in his fir{t Epiſtle, chap. 5. 20 after Chrift 
was riſen and aſcended, We know that the Sim of God is come, and bath 


given 4 an Underſt anding, that we may kyow him that is true, and we ars 


1n him that 1s true, even in his Son, Feſms Chriſt, (Mark, in him) and! 
this isthe true God and Eternal Life: And this, John ſpake after 
Chriſt was riſen and aſcended, he that hath an Ear to hear, let him 
hear.

And Fohn (aw an Angel ſtanding in the Sun, and he cryed with a 
loud Voice, ſaying toall the Fowlesthar fly in the midR of Heaven, 
Come and gather your ſelves together unto the Supper of the great God, 
that ye may eat the Fleſh of Kings, and the Fleſh of Captains, and the 
Fleſh of mighty Men, and the Fleſh of them that ſit on Horſes, and the 
Fleſh of all men, both free and bond, both ſmall and great, Rev. 19.

Now, all you that will not open the door of your Souls and Hearts 
at which Door Chrift ſtands and knocks, nor hear his ſpiritual 
Voice, to let him in, that he might ſap with you, and you with 
him, the bleſſed Marriage Supper of the Lamb, lain froin the Founda- 
tion of the World 1 ſay to you all, take heed, both great and ſmall, 
high ard low, free and bend, left Chrift do not make of you a Sup- 

er for the Fowles to eat your Fleſh,and be filPd with it,as 1n Rev. 19. 
be they are not bleſſed that the Fowls make a Supper of, but they are 
bl:ſſed that are cailed,and come tothe Marriage Sypper of the Lamb 
and they that are a Supper for the Fowls, do nor cat the Fleſh of 
Chriſt, nor drin his Blood, the Bread from Heaven z and ſuch have 
no Life in them, and ſo will not come to Chriſt that they may have 
Life, but live in outward Elements, John 5.

So Chriſt's Body was whole, and was not 
crucified, when he brake that outward bread ;- for that which they 
were to take in Remembrance of Chriſt, and in a ſhew of his death 
till he came, it was not the Lord Jeſus Chriſt; but outward Bread 
and Winein an outward Cup: And Chriſt was no where call*d a Cap, 
itis ſaid, Chriſt -rook rhe Cup when he had Supped: Then he did not 
take his own blood and give unto them, but he (called it, che Fruir of 
the Vine, Mat. 26.29. And Chrilt rock the Cup and gave bis Diſciple, 
and ſaid, Drink ye all of it , and took, the Bread, and brake it, «nd gave 
St to bis Diſciples alſo. And in Mark 16. 22. They all drank of the 
Cup,- and he kr the Bread and gave it to his Diſciples, (namely, the 
twelve) asin Luke 22. And after he had broken it, and given is them, 
and given them the Cup, and calPd itthe Fruit of the Vine, after Chriſt 
had given them this, he ſaid, Drink, ye all of this, Mar. 26. 25. Luke 
22. 21. Behold, ſaith Chriſt, The hand of him that betrayeth me, u with 
ane on the Table. So it ſeems here that Judas did eat of the Bread, and 
drink of the irvit of the Vine in the Cup, and hedid partake of theſe 
outward Elements in the ſame night that Chriſt was betray*d, which 
Elements were taken in a ſhew and remembrance of the Lords Death 
till he came : But Fades did not ſtay till-he came; for he betray*d 
him.

Here you may fee adiſtinCtion betwint the Baptiſm of Zobx, with 
'his Elements of Water, which muſt deereaſe, afore-runner of Chriſt's 
''Bapriſm, which doth increafe, who came after: ZFohv, who baptizeth 
with Fire, and with the holy Ghoſt, - who cometh with his ban, and 
 throvghly purgeththe Floor of the HeartfromSig and _—_ 

ang. 
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burneth up the Chaff with unquenchable Firez and this Fire that. is 
unquenchable, is above the natural Fire that may be quenched z and 
Chriſt gathereth his Wheatinto his Garner, into which Garner the 
Devil with his foul Spirit, nor none of his Verments, his Followers, 
can come to hurt Gods Seed or Wheat. 

| Andall Men and Women mulit come to this Baptiſm of Chriſt, who 
baptizeth with unquenchable Fire and the holy Gholt, before ever 
they know the Wheat or the Seed of God come into Gods Garner ; 
for Fobn, who ſaid, he muſt decreaſe, his Baptiſm with outward Ele- 
mentary Water, doth not bring the Wheat, the Seed of God, into 
Gods Garner. 

And the Apoſtle ſaid, He thanked God that he had baptized none of the 
Corinthians b«t Criſpus and Gaius, &c. for he ſaid, Chriſt ſent him 
not to baptiz.e, but to preach the Goſpel (+ Cor. 14. 17.) not with the 
wi/dom of words, left the Croſs of Chriſt ſhould be made of none effe62. 

And Fobn the Baptiſt was propheſied of by 1/aiab, before his coming, 
Iſa. 40. 3. 1 indeed baptize you with Water unto Repentance, but be thet 
cometh after me, u mightier than I, whoſe Shoe Latchets 1 am not wort 
ro wnloſe, be ſhall baptiz.e you with the holy Ghoſt, and with Fire, whoſe 
Fan is in his hand, and he will throughly purge hii Floor, and: gather hs 
Wheat into his G arner, but he will burn up the Chaff with ungnenchable 
Fire, Mat. 3. 11, 12. Mark 1.9. Luke 3.21. And Fob ſaid, He 
that hath the Bride, is the Bridegroom, be muſt increaſe, but 1 niuſt de- 
creaſe. And Jobn further ſpeaketh of Chriſt, and. ſaith, He. that:ss 
from above, is above all. And again, he that 5s from above, u about all, 
Fohn 3. 29, 30, 31. S0 Fobr confeſleth Chriſt was »greater'than he, 
and came after him, who mult increafe, and was mightier than he, 
and preferr*d before him, for he was before-himz and indeed Chriſt 
is preferr*d before 7obr in his Birth, in his Miracles, in his Offices, 
and in his Death, who byrhe Grace of God tafted Death: for every man, 
and was mightier than John in his Birth, who was concewued: by the boly 
Gho#F, and im his Power, who hath all Power in Heaven and Earth giver 
wnto him.

And 7o-n anſwered the Phariſees, 
when they queſtioned him, and ſaid, / b.mprize you with Water, bit 
there ſtandeth one am-neſt yeu, whom you know net, he it is that cometh 
after me, which is preferr*d before me, whoſe Shoe Latchets I am not 
worthy to unlooſe. Ard Fohn \eeing Chriſt come nrto him, ſaid, Be- 
hold, the Lamb of God which taketh away the Sins of the World; this is 
he of whom John ſaid, After me cometh a men which: is preferr'd before 
me, for he was before me ; andthat he ſhould be made manifeſt ro Iſrael 3. 
Therefore came I baptizang with Water, Jotn 1.27, to31. 

Here you may ſee, John clearly declareth for what end he was ſent 
to baptize with Water, (namely) that Chriſt might be made manifeſt 
to Iſrael, the Jews, that had the Figures and Shadows of Chriſt; 
for John doth not ſay, he came baptizing with Water, that Chriſt 
might be made manifeſt to the Sexrelzsor Heathen, but to Iſrael. For 
the Apoſtle Paul ſaid to the Corinthians, He was not ſcnt.to beptize, 
(namely, with the Elements of Water ) bxt to preach the Goſpel; for 
the Apoſtle thanks God that he baptized none of the Corinthians but 
two or three, that he mentions in 1 Cor. 1, And he tells the Corin- 
thiars (which were the Gentiles) By one Spirit are we alt baptized into 
one Body, whether we be Jews or Gentiles, whether we be Bond or Free, 
; and have been all made to drink, into one Spirit, 1 Cor. 12. 13. 

. So this was the Spiritual: Baptiſm of Chriſt that the Apoſtle 
| brought both fews and Gentiles into : Then ſurely the Apoſile Paul 
mult ſee the decreaſing of Fehn*s Baptiſm with Elementary Water, 
who brought them to the ſpiritual Baptiſm. 

And the Apoſtle Paul writeth tothe Epheſians, and exhorts them, 
To keep the Unity of the Spirit in the Bond of Peace ; and ſaith, There 1s 
one Body, and one Spirit, &c. and one Lord, and one Faith, and one Bap- 

tiſm, and one God and Father of all, who is above alt, and through you all, 
and in you all, Epheſ. 4. 3, 4 5, 6. | 


So God waz inthemall, and through them all, by his Spirit; and 
this was the one Lord, and one Faith, and one Baptiſm, that the 
Apoſtle brought the Church of Chriſt, the Epheſians, to, which was 
not Foebn's Baptiſm, with Elementary Water, but Chriſts Baptiſm 
with the holy. Ghoſt, which burned-up the Chaff, by which God

Wheat or Seed was gathered wh his Garner : Surely theſe Epheſians 
had their Wheat or Seed gathered into Gods Garner; for the Apoaltle 
ſaith, They ſate together in heavenly places in Chrift Feſus, Ephel.

And theſe were not Jews, but Gentiles. And if Fohrn's decreaſing 
Baptiſm, with Elementary Water, had been Chriſt's Baptiſm, then 
the Apoſtle would not have thanked God he baptized none but theſe 
few, nor have ſaid, that Chriſt did not ſend him to baptize with 
Water, but to preach the Goſpel, as in 1 Cor. 14. 16, 17. but itis 
elear, the Apoſtle did bring the Church of Chriſt to the ove ſpiritual 
Baptiſm of Chriſt Jeſus. 
' And the Apoltle ſaith in As, how Fohbz firſt preached before the 
coming of Chriſt the.Baptiſm of Repertance to all the People of 1ſrael; 
he doth not ſay, to all the Gentiles : And as Jobn had fulfilled his 
courſe (Mark, his courſe) of Baptiſm,, he ſaid, Behold, there cometh 
one after me, .whoſe Shoes of his feet 1. am not. worthy to unlooſe, ACts 13. 
24, 25+ 

Now (Mark) as Fohn had fulfil Pd hiscourſe of Elementary Water - 
Baptiſm, Fob» ſaith of himſelf, That he muſt accreaſe ; Then Chriſt's. 
Baptiſm came in. with the holy. Ghoſt, and with Fire, which doth 
increaſe, by which holy Ghoſt and Fire, the Sin- and Corruption... 
which is Chaff, is burned up, and Gods Wheat and Szed is gathered 
into his Garner, Ando, Chriſt is the true and heavenly Baptizerz 
with his heavenly unquenchabloy5 ire and hniy Spirit. 

And Chriſt commanded his Diſcipls, 7.aat they ſhould not depart 
ftem Jeruſalem, but wait for the Promiſe of the Father : And furthcr 
ſaid, For John traly baptized with Water, but ye. ſhall be baptized with 
the holy Ghoft, not. many days hence (Mark, not many days hence) and 
ye ſhall recerve Power after that-the holy Ghoſt is come upon you, and ye 
forall be Witneſſes unto me (namely, Chriſt) who -baptizeth with. Fire, , 
and with the boly Ghoſt, bothan Jeruſalem and Judea, and in Samaria, . 
aud unto the utmoſt parts of the Earth,. ACts 1.4, to8.. And in As 2. 
The Apoſtles bring mes together at Jeruſalem, they were all filled with 
the boly Ghoſt. Here Chriſt's words were fulfilled in them and upon 
them, who ſaid, That John baptized with Water, but ye ſhall be baptized 
with the holy Ghhſt not many days hence ; which came to yu ( Att; 2.) 
and they were Witneſſes of Chriſt, both in Jadea and Samaria, and:

And the Apoftle came to Epheſus, and finding certais Diſipiey de 
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fait unto them; Have ye WA 5 the holy Ghoſt ſinee ye belirrved? Ant 
thry ſaid unto bim, We have not ſo much- as beard whether there be any 
holy Ghoft : And he ſaid unto them, Unto what then were ye baptized ? 
And they ſaid, Unto John's Baptiſm: Then faid Paul, Fobr verily 
baptized with the Baptiſm of Repentance, . ſaying unto the People, that 
they ſhould believe on him that ſhould come after him (that is, on Chriſt 
Jefus, &c.) And when Panl had laid his bands on them, the holy Ghof 
came upon them, ACS 19. ; 

Here you may ſee the Baptiſm of John, with his Elementary Wa- 
ter, was not the baptiſm of Chriſt with the holy Ghoſt; for they 
that baptiſed with Fohn's baptiſm, ſaid; We have net ſo as heard whether © 
there be any holy Ghoſt Then they were not like to know the baptiſan: 
of Chriſt with the holy Ghoſt ; but when the Apoſtle Paw/ laid his 
hands upon them, the holy Ghoſt came upon them, then they were 
baptized with the holy Ghoſt. ; 

And while Peter ſpoke to Corneliww*s Family, the holy Ghoſt fell 
upon them which heard the Word that he preached; 47s 10. 44. 
So the holy Ghoſt was given through the preaching of the Word! 
Chriſt, and the holy Ghoſt doth baptize them; through which bap-' 
tiſm the Wheat or Sced of God is gathered into God's Garner. 

And Saxl, who had been a Perſecutor of God's People, and wes: 
track blind, and Arnarnias went tohim, and laid his hands upon; 
him, and ſaid, The Lord Feſus ſent me to him, that he might receive his 

fecht, ard be filled with the holy Ghoſt, Alts 9. 11, to 18. which came to 
aſs unto Pawl, who did receive his ſight : And was not he baptized 
y the holy Ghoſt, who was filled with it?

And. hrift laid unto the Sad- 

duces, That they did err, and not know the Scriptures, neither the Powey 

of God, for when they ſhall riſe from the dead, they neither Marry, nor are 

given in Marriage, but are as the Angels which are in Heaven, neither can. 
they dye any. more, Luke 20. 36. And.as touching the ReſurreBtion of- 
the dead, that they Riſe, bave ye nat read in the Book of Moles, boi in. 
the Buſh God ſpake unte him, ſaying, 1 am the God of Abraham, and the 

Gvd of Iſaac, and the God of Jacob, Luke 20. 38. He is not the Ged 
of the dead, but the God of the living, for all liveto him. And 
Chriſt ſaid unto the Sadduces, Te do greatly err, &c. Mark 12. 13, 
20, 27.
